WILL BE A BARONES 


A Romantic Story Comes 
from Berlin. 


A Poor San Francisco Girl Heiress to 
Title and Estates, 


Noble German Family. 


The German Heirs Are Relatives of 
the Late Von Moltke and Will 
Deal Generously with the 
Claimant. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

BERLIN, May 29.— ( By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Miss Ida Green of 
San Francisco is a claimant to the title 
and estate of Baroness von Barnekow. 
Mr. Edwards, the United States con- 
sul-general, an daa number of lawyers 
interested im the case, believe her 
claim legal, and thatthe girl’s mem- 
bership of one of the proudest fami- 
lies of Germany is established. 

Years ago Baron Kjel von Barne- 
kow, an officer of the German army, 
after a career of. dissipation, fled to 
America, where, after numerous vi- 
cissitudes, he became a hutel runner 
in San Francisco, traveling under the 
alias of Fred Green.“ While in this 
capacity he became acquainted with a 
girl named Galligan. The pair lived 
together, though not legally married, 
but after the birth of a daughter the 
baron consented to marriage, and at 
the same time, under the laws of Cali- 
fornia, made his daughter, though born 
out of wedlock, his legal issue. The 
baron soon returned to his dissipated 
ways, neglected his family, and finally 
deserted them. After waiting a num- 


berof years the wife applied for a 


divorce, which was granted in 1888. 


In the meantime Baron Von Barn-| 


ekow bad returned to Germany and 
married again without uudergoing the 
formality of a divorce. He died in 
1887, the year before his Cali- 
furnia wite got ber divorce. His sec- 
ond marriage was naturally illegal. 
Mrs. Green obtained her divorce,vever 
knowing that her quondam husband 
was dead, and later on mar- 
ried a sailor named Robinson. 
Her daughter Ida Green, lived with 
ner and her step father in a poor quar- 
ca. After 


Alter ot. San F Baron. 
von Barnekow’s death, bis sister 


Countess Von Moltke, wife of a major 
iu the army, a néar relative of the lute 
field marabal, haying ati inkling of the 
truth, searched for the missing heiress. 
There were some large estates, heavily 
incumbered however, and with rare 
nobility of feeling the countess tried 
to do justice to her brother’s widow 
and child. She applied to Consul-Gen- 
eral Edwards, who wrote to Chief of 
Police Crowley of San Francisco. 

Chief Crowley found Ida and re- 
ported accordingly, and the necessary 
affidavits proving the marriage, the 
identity of Baron von Barpekow with 
*Fred Green,“ the legalization of Ida 
as his legitimate child, and other ne- 
cessary papers, were sent to Berlin. 
Consul-General Edwards admitted the 
story as substantially correct and 
placed the matter in the hands of one 
of the mest eminent lawyers of 
Berlin. One important question in- 
volved is, should the German or Cali- 
fornia law regarding the legitimacy of 
the child prevail. The father died in 
Germany, and it will take some trouble 
to make Ida the legitimate Baroness 
von Barnekow and the legal heir. 
That this can be accomplished, how- 
ever, there is little doubt. 


THE HEBREW PROBLEM. 


Proposed Colonization of Jewish 
Refugees in Paiestine. 

LONDON, May 29.—In response to a 
letter from a member of Parliament 
asking him to join in claiming for the 
Jews in Russia the rights accorded to 
Mohammedan subjects of the Czar, 
Gladstone said bis personal action 
would have no weight. He thought 
the pressure of the opinion of the civ- 


of Jews in Palestine. 
Gladstone’s suggestions toward 


Jews strongly disappoint the commu- 
nity. His letter on the subject ignores 
the fact thatthe Russo-Jewish com- 
mittee has already taken the exact 
course he suggested.

SACRAMENTO, May 29.—[By the As 
sociated Press.]

Prior to that 
it had been a happy household, but at 
this time the wife began to drink and 
it became impossible to live longer with 
her. He took two of his children and 
fled to Minnesota; locating at a place 
called Anoka. A iew months later 
the wife followed him and the unhappy 
life was resumed.

DR. ELLIS’S DEBTS, 


/ Again Discussed by the Tab- 
ernacle Congregation. 


A MONKEY AND PARROT TIME 


After a Fierce Debate, the Deposed 
Pastor Is Knocked Out, at 
Least for the Time 
Being. 


Rev. Dr. Ellis as a “disturbing element“ 
is a success He has been repudiated by 
his congregation, but is still Able to cause a 
great deal of trouble and annoyance, as will 
be seen by the following decidedly interest- 
ing account of a church mieeting Wednes- 
day nicht, in the San Francisco Chronicle 
of Thursday: 
A MONKEY AND PARROT TIME, 

The doctrine of brotherly love was buried 
go deep by the congregation of the Central 
Presbyterian Tabernacie last night, that 
its resurrection in that body is a 
matter of grave doubt. For the 
third time the congregation met to 
wrestle with the bydra-headed question of 
Dr. Eliis’s indebtedness to the church. The 
previous meetings were a jumbie of state- 
ments and figures, papers aud documents 


tion was hopelessly lost in a maze of con- 
tradictions. Dr. Ellis made a statement 
and Hugh Frazer, the treasurer, made an- 
other at the first meeting. At the 
next meeting Dr. Ellis made a new 


statement, and at a second session 
of the same meetin he made 
a third one. inthe call Of the congrega- 


tion to Dr. Ellis t was stipulated that he 
should receive 8 a year as salary, but 
the church snould only p y $2000 of that 
sum, the remaining #1000 to be paid by the 
board of home missions of the Presby- 
terian Church, the congregation to ask the 
payment of this sum. Dr. Ellis, in his last 
statement, broughi the church out in his 
debt instead of his owing the church $600, 
aud explained that the church, having 
falled to ask the board of home missions 
for the $1000, became responsible for its 
payment. The church retorted that the 
call, in the first place, was not binding, be- 
cause Dr. Kilis had neyer heen instalied as 
tor of the church, and, secondly, even if 
t was, the congregation was not liable for 
the $1000 because it had asked the board of 
home missions for it. 
This was the state of affairs when it was 
agreed to cali in the local board of home 
missions to arbitrate matters. That body 
und that if it declared the chureh not 
bie for the $1000, Dr. Ellis would owe it 
some $600. but if was liable for the same 
then the church owed Dr. Ellis $196. It 
decided that the church did not owe Dr. 
Ellis anything, but suggested that, for the 
sake of harmony, the cuurch should allow 
him half of the amount which be claimed, 
thus leaving Dr. Eilis #350 in debt. The 
elders and trustees accepted this basis of 
settlement, but the session refused it, 
claiming Dr. Eltis should be paid the #1000, 
and hence there was a majority and a 
minority report to be co sidered last night 
and one or the other adopted.

THE MILLER MURDER. 


Examination of George H. 
Miles Continued. 


the Prosecution—Testimony of : 
Detective Johnson and 
the Physicians, 


I. Miles, charged with killing his partner 
in the Caritou saloon, in the card-room, on 


before Justice Uwens yesterday. 

The first witness called for the prosecu- 
tion was George Gerkins, the day bar-ten- 
der. Witness stated that he has known Mil- 
ler for two years and the defendant, Miles, 
about a vear. On the day of the killing he 
was relieved by Miles at 6 o’clock in the 
evening, as was the rule. Miller had been 
about the saloon most of the day and was 
pretty drunk. Part of the time he was with 
aman named Nelson. In the afternoon 
Miller went driving with Ernest McKenzie 
and Nelson went back intp the saloon 
to play Dilliards, but witness did not know 
when be left ine saloon. On being relieved 
by Miles witness went to the O. K. stables 
to see if Mil'er had returned from his drive. 
While there Miller returned and witness 
went out to see his brother on Washington 


returned to the saloon and asked Miles if 
Miller bad gone home, Miles replied that 
he had put Miller’s money in the safe and 
that Miller was in the card-room asleep. 
This is the room that Miller was in the 
habit of sieeping off his dtunksin. Wit- 
ness never knew Miller to put his money in 
the safe before, When witness returned to 
— saloon at 9 o' clock he remained about an 
our. 

Police Detective Johnson took the stand 
and told how ‘he found the hammer that the 
deed is supposed to have been committed 
with. Johnson said he made a thorough 
examination of the premises and fouad the 
hammer in acupboard behind the bar, and 
at the end nearest the room where Miller’s 
body was found. The hammer was hid be- 
hind some empty cigar boxes, and the 
handle was damp when he took it out. He 


on both the hammer and the handle. He 
was present at the morgue in Orr & 
Sutch’s undertaking rooms when the face 
of the hammer was fitted in the wound on 
Miller’s head by some medical gentiemen, 
and it seemed to fit in the hole in the skull 
exactly. 

George Gerkins was recalled and identi- 
fied the hammer as one that had been about 
the premises ever since he went there to 
work. It was usually kept where it was 
found, but he did not see it for about a week 


‘before the killing. 


It is an ordinary blacksmith’s hammer of 
small size, and looks as if it had beep in 
use along timé, There are several spots on 
the side of the hammer, and three or four 
on the inside ot the tandle, on the part that 
would have been nearest the wound when 
the blows were struck.

Editors Pacific Rural Press: In your 
issue of May 9, I notice you ask for 
opinions concerning the influence of 
the walnut on neighboring trees, and 
as I have seen walnuts and other trees 
growing in close proximity for more 
than twenty years, Iwill say that I have 
never seen any injury arising to any 
such trees from any reasons connecied 
with the walnut. It is a common prac- 
tice here to set outother fruit trees be- 
tween the rows of walnuts, while 
voung, and after they have borne 
several crops, and the walnuts have 
arrived at a profitable age, to remove 
them and give the space all to the 
walout. Trees set this way have never, 
to my knowledge, shown any bad re- 
sults attributable to the walnut.

BARDSLEY'S BOODLE 


How Philadelphia’s Treasurer 
Operated. 


Loaning the City’s Funds to. Shaky 
Financial Concerns. 


Receiving Enormous Interest and 
Gambling in Stocks, 


He Admits His Crooked Work and 
Says He Will Take Whatever 
Penalty the Law 
Imposes.

PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.] John Bardsley. 
late City Treasurer of Philadelphia, 
was arraigned in court today to answer 
the triple charges of misappropriating 
$39,000 city money. embezzlement of 
$400,000 and upward of State funds, 
and perjury in violating the oath of 
office by loaning city money out at in- 
terest. 

The District Attorney said the books 


| of the Treasurer’s office showed a bal- 


ance in the Keystone Bank of $600,- 
000, while in fact there was only $400,- 
000 there. Inthe cash drawer of the 
Treasurer’s desk were checks on the 
Keystone for $200,000. These Bard- 
sley took to Bank Examiner Drew and 
asked to have them placed to his credit 
in the Keystone. A similar state of 
affdirs was shown in regard to money 


belonging to the city. 
District Graham asked 
that Bardsley be held on the charge of 


misappropriating — funds, and the 
magistrate agreed. The State-funds 
matter was then taken up, and it was 
shown that Bardsley h loaned out 
State funds at interest toa number of 
bankers, etc. 

Bardsiey himself took the stand and 
said: 1 did put money in the Key- 
stone Bank, and will have totake what 
the law gives me. I got as high as4 
— cent. interest for the money. 1 

eposited the money and took due- bills 
for it as is done every day, and when 
the bank failed I lost the money.”’ 

After it had been testified that 
Bardsley kept private accounts in the 
Seventh National, the Manufacturers 
National, Chestnut Street National, 
Peoples’ National and Farmers and 
Mechanics National banks, Mr. Alex- 
ander held a consultation with his 
client and decided that he should tell 
the names of the banks that paid him 
interest. Bardsley said that he had 
been paid interest by all the above 
named banks, except the Farmers and 
Mechanics. 

The District Attorney rested his case 
and said as he was unable to prove, 
today, the charge of perjury, he asked 
thatit be continued until June 12. 
Bail was fixed at $10,000 on the charge 
of misappropriating city funds, $35,000 
on the charge of embezzling State 
funds, and $5000 on the charge of per- 
jury. Itis notexpected that Bardsley 
will be able to obtain bail. 

Bardsley, talking with detectives, 
said: 1 tell you, gentlemen, I have 
been in hell for the past six monthg. 
T-thought things would come out all 
right, but they did not and I am glad 
the thing is ended. President Marsh’s 
action has been a great disappoint- 
ment to me. He should have been 
more courageous and remained in 
town, but he has proven himself a 
coward by running away. I never had 
thought about going away, but will re- 
main where I am and accept whatever 
punishment the law places upon me.“ 


fact that in parte of France, Germany 
and Bohemia, North Silesia and Rus- 
sia are found many sections where 
trees have been grown for the past one 
hundred years from sprouts or root- 
cuttings. In such places the trees are 
healthy, long-Hved and fruitful. On 
the other hand, they call attention to 
the section in which grafting on com- 
mercial stocks has been long prac- 
tised, where varieties, once thought 
valuable, seem to be running out, and 
where disease aud the attacks of the 
fungi are each year becoming more 
general. In such neighborhoods a 
change to trees grown from root-cut- 
tings would not be easy, for the reason 
that the material for root-cuttings is 
lacking, as with us. The inducement 
for achange of policy is less urgent 
with us, as the climate is more equable 
and the orchard troubles are trifling 
compared with ours. 

If our people can oniy be convinced 
that trees grown from root-cuttings 
ure best, we can soon have an abund- 
dant stock of roots that will bring 
trees true to name. By the use of 
short roots and long scions we can 
Cause the apple, pear, cherry, plum, 
prune and apricot to root from the 
scion in nursery, and when set in or- 
chard the seedling part can be cut 
away. At Ames, lowa, we now have 
many trees on their own roots, and we 
are now starting trees in this way. 
The cuttings can be made and treated 
in the common way adopted with the 
“blackberry and red raspberry; but with 
the orchard fruits the cuttings should 
be made four inches long and stuck 
like other cuttings, but withthe top 
about three-fourths of an inch below 
the earth’s surface.

With the ease with which either of 
these small fruits can be raised, it 
would seem that every person who has 
land enough would be sure to grow 
enough at least for his own family. 


Besides those wanted for use in their 


fresh state, they are admirably adapted 
for preserviig and canning for winter 
use. Spring is the best time to plant, 
at least in the North, and in doing so 
It should not. be forgotten that if on 
receiving them the tops have not been 
shortened, they sbould be before plant- 
ing: If left without cutting back they 
will surely try to fruit, but in doing so 
it will be at the expense of new 
growth on which the fruit and strength 
of the plant is to depend. 

In taking up the plants more or less 
mutilation of the roots is bound to 
take place; besides which, if they have 
come from a distance, a partial drying 
out has also happened. 

To balance things leave only a foot 
or so in ena? at the top. The conse- 
quence will be that few eyes will start 
out into vigorotis growth and give a 
good cane for next year’s use, when a 
fair crop may be confidently expected. 
This rule holds 147 in transplanting 
ocher things. example, the grape 
vine on replanting will often attempt 
a crop of fruit the first year, but it is 
‘much the best way to let their strength 

the first year be entirely expended in 
the production of a vigorous growth. 
Hence, on planting, if the canes are 
loug, cut them back to only a few eyes. 
If you are bound to have a long éane, 
train this horizontally and the eyes 
will be more apt to break uniformly, 
otherwise expect only the top of two 
or three to start.

Sugar was found in the largest 
portion when 400 pounds to the acre of 
sulphate of potash was applied; and 
the smallest after 300 pounds of super- 
phosphate. Nitrate of soda and muriate 
of potash gave about as much sugar as 
sulphate of potash. The most metallic 
acid was found when no fertilizer was 
applied. The fertilizer did not change 
the compogition of the frnit, but only 
the quantity of the ingredients. No 
difference could be perceived in the 
taste and appearance. But tne fruit 
ripened several days earlier after the 
super-phosphate than after the nitrate 
of soda, while sulphate of ammonia 
caused still later ripening. The color 
of the foliage was strongly affected. 
Super-phosphate scarcely changed the 
color; but nitrate of soda gave a 
stronger growth and a darker green to 
the leaves, and the contrast is still 
reater with the sulphate of ammonia. 
th decreased the quantity of fruit. 
Potash seemed to have no effect. None 
of these substances, including salt. had 
any effect on the white grubs, even 
when employed in sufficient quantity 
to kill the plants. These results may 
not be the same on all soils.

rates is frequently heard. Speaking on 
this subject today a well-known commis 
merchant said: Tue trouble. with 
these hich rates is not so much that. they 
take the grower’s profits, when he does 
make a shipment, as that they restrict the 
‘ime, during which he can ship at all. to a 
lew weeks each year. We are beginning to 
yond this season’s potatoes to the East now. 
The freight is 90 cents per hundred pounds 
by the carload to Missouri River points. 
Now, In order to mike a fair profit, we have 
to sell these potatoes in Kansas City, St. 
Louis or wherever they go, at $1.50 per 
one hundaed pounds. [he railroai takes 
just one-half of this, Then the middlemen 
take their commission and the balance, Say 
80 cents, goes to the farmer. This will give 
him a fair protit, thougu none too much, 
But the trouble is that he is restricted iu his 
shipments to five or six weeks at the close 
of spring and beginning of summer, when 
the eastern market isso bare that he can 
get enough returns to bey the freight and 
still make a profit. It the freight rates 
were lower, say 50 cents per one nundred 
pounds, he cou d ship with profit during 
those months of the year when the eastern 
market is moderately supplied, but not 
bare enough to make the higher prices. 
What is said of potatoes is equally true of 
cabbages, onions and other farm products 
of this section. Ia my judgmeat the lower 
rate would be far more profit bie to the 
railroads as well as the farmers in the long
